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STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW 

Applicant's representative, the undersigned, discussed the following items with 
Examiner Brusca by telephone on October 12, 2005. 



1) Claims 23-26. Applicant pointed out that claims 23-26 were improperly cancelled by the 
Examiner's amendment that accompanied the Notice of Allowance, mailed September 14, 
2005. According to the requirements of a species election (as outlined in MPEP Chapter 
800), claims drawn to non-elected species, and which are initially withdrawn from 
prosecution, are entitled to examination upon allowance of a generic claim. 



2) Information Disclosure Statement. Applicant notified Examiner Brusca that an 
examination report had just been received in a corresponding European patent application and 
that art had been cited additional to that already of record in the instant application. 
Applicants agreed to provide a courtesy copy of the references by facsimile to Examiner 
Brusca, in addition to filing an information disclosure statement. 

3) Priority Claim. Examiner Brusca notified Applicant that the instant application did not 
enter the U.S. as a national phase under 35 USC 371, but instead was filed as a continuation 
claiming priority to PCT application no. PCT/US99/04343. Thus, the priority claim 
introduced by way of Amendment to the specification, filed March 11, 2003, was incorrect. 
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Accordingly, the Examiner stated that he would correct the record by way of Examiner's 
amendment. Applicant agreed to such an amendment. 

Applicant thanks Examiner Brusca for facilitating resolution of these issues at such a 
late stage in prosecution. Accordingly, it is believed that the subject application is in proper 
form to proceed to issue, upon payment of the issue fee.
